— places, and the kindling of is was int he foundations of all her 
uildingsjand chere was none could quencb it, fot᷑ je was like an invilible 
fire, neither was there any able, neither did any ſeek to quench it; and 
the burning thereof was exceeding great, me it burned inward in a 
hidden manner, which cannot be expreſſed, nd the fire conſumed ail \ 
foundations which the City ſtood upon, and all the tall buildings fell, 
and it conſumed all the lofty things therein, and the fire ſearched out 
all che hidden places, and burned moft in the ſecret places, yet very 
little of the fire appeared, but the conſumation was exceeding great, 
wherewith it conſumed every thing 5 | 
And as I paſſed through her ſtreers, I beheld ber ſtate to be very mi- 
> ſerable, and very few were thoſe that were left in her, who were but 
here and there one, and they feared nct the fire, neither did the burn- 
mgs hurt thefn, but they were (and walked )as mournfull dejected peo- 
ple, and the fire burned every where, ſo that there was no eſcaping ofic; 
Aud thus ſhe became a deſalation, and as an aſtoniſhment, for the burn- 
ing was of God, and could never be quenched nor overcome; and in 
the midſt of her waters was the veſſel of her merchandize frozen up, 
that none could move it, and there was none that ſought to ſtop cha 
burning, and the fire conſumed all things boch ſtone and timber, and 
it burned under all things and under all foundations, And 
that which was lifted up above it fell down, and the fire con- 
ſumed it, and the burning continued; for though the foundation was 
burnt up, and all the lofty part brought down (by the fire) yet there, 
as much old ſtuffe, and part of broken deſolate walls and buildings in 
the midſt, which che fire continued burni ainft; And that which was 
taken as to make uſe of, which yet eſcaped the ſire, became uſeleſſe in 
mans hand as a thing of nought. And the Viſion hereof remained in me 
nas a thing that was ſecretly ſhewed me of the Lord. 
Ad now let ber wiſe men find out the matter, and ber prudent men read the 
Parable, aud ber Divines ( . called) interpret the Viſion, ( And let ber know 
that ber day is at band) And [et every on ¶ them lcoł to their own wahl. .

A ning thee, and that thy wiſe men may not eſteem it a8 a. thing of 
- nought (which is publiſhed for thy good, and brought forth for thy 
warning, and declared to ſet before thee thy ſtate at hand, that thou 
mighteſt be warned hefore-hand,. and come to find ſamething in thy

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ſee ſuch trees in ſuch a ſtate, which was more to this purpoſe than is here 
expreftz and I beheld untill all theſe trees were rooted. up out of the 
earth, and ſo overturned every one, and their dead bodies lay in a con- 


fuſed manner, and were fallen one upon another, and the ground upon 


which they ſtood was broken up, and then there was ſome room and 


liberty, and light came in, and I walked and looked every way, both 
upon the light, and the great deſolation of theſe great ones. The imer- 


pretation whereof may be read by ſuch as can but ſee. 


And though this great overturning befell choſe great, tall, and ſtrong. 


tiees, and that light came into that ground, over which thoſe fruiclefle 
trees ood, yet beheld round about, and near unto it much briars, 
brambles, and thornsin abundance, which covered the earth, and ir 
was ſuch rubbiſh, that it was never like to be fit for any thing, but to 
have a fire kindled among itz And it was ſo thick and ſo ſtrong t hat there 


was no paſſing in nor through it, but onely where the narrow way wae, 


and there alſorhoſe briars would catch on every ſide; And he that paſſed 
through mult ſtoop very low; And what choſe briars and thorns were, 
jet thoſe brambles read, who covered the earth with their multitudes, 
in raging,ſwearing,curling, ſhouting, roaring, and drinking the health, 
(as they call it) of their King at his coming. 

And near unto the place of the deſtruſtion of thoſe great trees, was 


there a Child in great deſolat ion, in a cloſe place, where it had been a 


long time, and was not like yet to be releaſed, but remained in want 


and miſery, which mine eye-pitied, and in irons, and my heart was: | 


fadned for ir, and the more uſe none came to viſit it, nor ſuccour 
it; for it was in a deſolate place, and unſeemly, and few had regard un- 
to it, and yet there were ſome hopes it might be delivered. Aud this was 
«true reſemblance of the ſtate of the ſeed of God in all the world. 


And in plainneſſe eoncerning Oliver Cromwell, and his ſon Richar, .- | 
(late calle ö Protectors, the viſion from God was ſhewed to me, ( before 


the downfall of either of them) thus. 

And I beheld a great and mighty tree, much bigger then ever I ſaw 
before, and appearing without ſap or vertue in x, on leaf, bough, or 
branch upon it, (much leſſe fruit) and the top of it was broad, ( bei 
all big) much like untothe top of Pauls ſteeple in London, and clofe by 
this great old tree, grew up another tree, as out of his root, and be. 
longed to him, but not both in one body, though very near together, 


and ſtdod both upon one foundation, and this was as a little ſtripling. 


tree, which alſo was without leaves, or branches, or any thing to bear 
fruit, ſo that Iadmired to ſee it fo with the young tree, for I looked for. 
branches or leaves, butthere were none.. 
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And whilſt | was beholYing of 2 man being ſent came in much 
haſte, with an axe in his hand, to cut down the great mighty old tree, 
which ſeemed ſtrange to me, that one man ſhouſd adventure upon fo 
great a work, to cut down ſuch a tree as that, for the lower part of the 


tree was exceeding big, and almoſt as broad upon rhe earth as halt. the 


heighthz ſo that I thought he had need of three more to help him, and 
that one man could ſcarce cut him down with one axe, if he ſtood hew- 
ing all his life cime; But l much more admired to ſee the confidence of 
the man that came with ſpeed with his axe, whomade no ſtop at all, 
becauſe of the great neſſe of him, nor any thing elſe, but as ſoon as ever 


he could get to him ſmote with the edge of his axe, and ſtroke between 


the ground and the tree, ſo that I ſoon perceived he intended to ſeparate 
between the tree and the ground on which he ſtood; and the man in the 


might of his ſtrength, ſtroke but three blows in all, but he ſeparated the 


tree from the earth on which he ſtood, and immediately the tree fell wich 
a mighty overthrow, and the foundation of the tree was altogether rot- 
ten and not one root at all, but where the root ſhould be was rottenneſs, 
aud the earth ſhook at his fall, and many Great men ſtood amazed, and 


fear ſeized on many, becauſe of the great ſudden fall thereof. 


And as this great tree fell, I ſaw under the foundation of the young 
Tall Tree that ſtood near the other, and it was much like to fall preſently 


|. after, and was almoſt down on the one hand, and then almoſt down on 


the pther, and yet it. recovered and ſtood up for a time, having no root 


but renttenneſ(s; And the great tree fell from him on the ane fide, and the 


arted from him on two ſides more, ſo that onely upon one fide in 


earth 
four — leſs) the earth cleaved to him, and he being ſlender and tall 


without root, was not like long thus to ſtand, neitber did Richard. 
And I likewiſe beheld _ more ſmaller trees, and che man-with his 
down at the butt , ſomewhat above the 
ground, andToleft the ſtumps in the earth, and therefore it might be 
pollible for them to grow up again; As ſome did come up again who were put 
down, but fell the ny time og diſobedience. R 
And after all this I beheld alſo many more trees in abundance, yea 


more numerous then the other, coming up out of the earth, and cover- 


ing che face thereof, and growing up apace, which were not yet ready to 
be cur down; and I ſaw the man with the axe in his hand, Jending ill 
for a time (having cut down all the other) untill choſe ſhould 


be ready to be cut down; and he waited till the time came, and 


was in a readineſſe with his axe in his hand ready to ſtrike, when thoſe 
abundance of trees ſhould come up to their growth, which haſtened. - 
And let thoſe who are now come up read this, and let the whole City of

London take heed (as I ſaid before cl repent with ſpeed, and turn to 
the Lord, whoſe&ervant1 am, called Humphrey Smiih, 
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POSTSCRIPT. 


Hen thoſe people to whom God gave his Qrdinances and his 

Statutes had long reſiſted and grieved his Spirit in them, who 
ſaid I am Goa and not man, the Holy Cne in the midſt of thee, and had alſo 
refuſed plain Inſtructions, then the Lord ſent them the Prophet Iſaiab, 
who ſaid, With ſtammeriug tongues and other lips will I ſpeak, unto this people; 
And for a dign was he ſent. to walk naked among them, And the Prophet 
Ezekjel was fent with that which they might eſteem dark Viſions and 
fooliſh Signes, (which were many) and hard ſayings.
